2, It is true that from December 194f to Liay 1942, Hr# Dost! 
was Minister of Justice in liustafa Kruja's cabinet, thought ot ni 
the crudest if all Italian imposed cabinets. It is reported, however, 
that he took this position upon the advice of tlidhat Frasheri, pronl^ 
nent nationalist leader, in the hope of being able to prevent 
further retaliatory actions against the Albanian people. From 
this position^ he was appointed ^resident of the Criminal Division 
of the High Court in i ay 1942, but he was dismissed in August, 1943, 
for anti -German activities, undoubtedly connected with his role 
In the nationalist resistance group Belli \'ombetar# Such collabor- 
ation as Mr# Dosti's position entailed was undoubtedly forced upon 
him by the Albanian Partisans ' well-known tactics of forcing opposing

3* The present regime, like the writer of this letter, accuses 
Mr. Dost! of having promulgated a law inflecting the death penalty 
upon those who carried anas without authority (the Partisans) and 
of having signed the death sentence of two Partisans who were probably 
Communist terrorists in actuality. The ?oxha government, labelling 
Dost! .a neabe- of the Central Committee of the “treacherous and 
collaborationist organization. Ball! Kombetar 11 conveniently overlooks 
fir* Dosti's participation in a meeting in 1943 between the Balli 
Kombetar and the Communist- controlled National Liberation Front in 
an effort to work out plans for coordinated resistance to the Germans. 

4. As President of the Albanian Agrarian Party (the present 
name of the Balli Kombetar) and of the National Corx.itt e for Free 
Albania, Mr. Dosti has assumed a leading position i*‘ the anti- Common 1st 
struggle of his country-men in exile* Because eoma members of his 
family were still in Albania, l^r. Dost! hesitated for some time before 
accepting the Fresidence of the NC.'A, but was persuaded to do so 
In the interests of his country. In this position, he has cooperated 
extensively with American connected with the HCFE, m showing no 
evidence of his "deep hatred for the glo- Saxon race”.
